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Continuation of 1 1. The Examiner is not persuaded by applicants arguments that the definition of "free fall" in Kilgore used in one 
instance to describe the backgound of the art must be the same in all other situations. This example requires fluid because of the 
plunger. Since no plunger is be deployed in (col. 6, lines 64-67) there would be no requirement that fluid be present. Furthermore, if one 
were to agree with this arguement, the examiner does not, halting of the fluid flow must have occurred in order for the plunger to fall or 
descend (col. 2, lines 40-41). The claim does not explicitly recite whether fluid is or is not present within the well, only that the flow has 
been halted. Therefore, the rejection would stand in spite of applicant's arguments. 
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
